The 
applicant appears to stop his discussion of Fowlow up to the end of the testing phase for a single component, as if Fowlow merely creates 
a single component for the sake of creating a single component that is never to be combined with anything else. However, Fowlow 
enables the rebuilding of past versions and releases of elements (single items) or systems (multiple elements), col. 54-56, to enable 
changes to elements (single items) and files (inherently multiple elements), col. 24 lines 15-21. Furthermore, the applicant should see the 
Implementation Group, which further enables elements (single items) to be combined (coordinate the revision management processes 
throughout development... and implementation), col. 26 lines 48-57. via an Implementation management to bind processes (i.e. multiple 
elements) and implement packages (again multiple elements), col. 26 line 63-col. 27 line 3. This feature is further illustrated via a model, 
which shows the process (multiple elements) and how they fit together, col. 27 lines 14-19 . Therefore, the art cited in the previous action 
is still considered to read on the applicant's claimed invention . 
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
